South Bay Commission 
votes "no" to detention hall

‘The residents of South Bay do 
not want a juvenile hall in their 
community and they showed up 
to address the issue at the city 
commission meeting Tuesday 
night to tell why. As one long-time 
resident said, “We don't need that 
kind of competition in South Bay” 

Representatives and officials 
from the Department of Health 
and Rehabilitative Services 
addressed the South Bay Com- 
mission and the residents and 
told them the facility would brifg 
nearly $12,000 revenue tq the 
community, 

Mayor Clarence Anthony said, 
“I want to assure the citizens that 
we are not going to do anything 
without discussing the issue with 
you first.” 

The proposed facility would 
house 76 serious but non-violent, 
repeat offenders at a former-labor 
camp that is owned by the Sugar 
Cane.Growers Cooperative of 
Florida. These same barracks 
were used to house nearly 700 
Jamaican cane cutters before the 
cooperative went mechanical to 
harvest the cane. The 41,000 
square foot facility. is located at 
the end of Southwest 10th, 11th 
and 12th Streets. It is also located 
near Rosenwald Elementary 
School. 

The facility would be run by 
Eckerd Family Youth Alterna- 
tives Inc. They also run n; similar 
facility in Okeechobee. 

Ronald Stepanik of EFYA stood 
before the residents and the com- 
mission and told them the facility

would be secured and safe for the 
community, however, he could not 
assure the crowd that escapes 
wouldn't occur. 

“Eckerd didn't build South Bay, 
we did,” said a longtime South 
Bay resident. 

Residents said they had no 
or a juvenile detention hall, but 
they did not want it in their com- 


munity, They suggested it be 


located in the heart of the cane 

other than near homes. 

uth Bay resident Marvin 
Glover said, “There's got to be 
something we can do for our 
youth before it gets to the lock-up 
stage. Let's talk about preventive 
steps we can do for our children. 
We can find all the money in the 
world for incarceration but we 
can't find a dime for preventive 
methods.” 

Mr. Stepanik said the facility 
would create 40-50 full times. 
Residents showed concern that 
these jobs might not be held by 
residents of the community. 

Greg Johnson, Palm Beach 
County's Juvenile Justice Manag- 
er, told commissioners if the facili- 
ty was approved, EFYA would 
accept kids beginning April 1. 

After 90 minutes of discus- 
sion, commissioners voted 5-0 
against the facility in the com- 
munity. 

Commissioner Willie Marshall 
told HRS and EFYA representa- 
tives, The citizens aren't con- 
cerned with having a facility in 
South Bay. Being that I work for 
the citizens, I am going to have 
to vote against the facility.”

People who are concerned about fitness often 
use a scale to determine how healthy they are, 
but a better method may be testing the body's 
composition of fat and muscle, according to a 
study by the University of Florida Center for 
Exercise and Sport Sciences. 

The study uses several methods of testing a 
person's amount of fat and muscle to determine 
body composition, or true weight. Center Direc- 
tor Mike Pollock said the tests may give people a 
better idea of how fit they are. 

"People don't realize just by looking at body 
weight they could be losing muscle and gaining 
fat, and their weight may stay the same,” Mr. 
Pollock said. 

The study may also dispel the myths that 
equate body weight with fitness, he said. 

"There were situations with professional ath- 
letes who were way overweight and had contract 

blems,” Mr. Pollock said. "But when they 
actually tested in Body composition, their 
weight was due to muscle, not fat.” 

Some of the methods used in the study include 
the skin fold test, in which special tongs are 
used to “pinch” skin in the arms, legs and torso 
to test the percentage-of fat. Ultrasound tests 
are used to actually see the amount of fat on the 
body, and hydrostatic weighing determines the

Mr. Pollock said some methods such as “the! 
skin fold test are not expensive and can be used 
in health clubs and be more practical than just 
hopping on the scale. 

"There is no question that exercise helps 
increase muscle mass, and if you are losing fat ` 
to oppose that, your body weight may not change 
much," he said. 

Another advantage is that body composition 
can be tested less often than body weight and 
still give an accurate picture of fitness. 

"You should be tested for body composition 
only once a year unless there is a major change 
in lifestyle, such as a diet or new exercise pro- „ 
gram," Mr. Pollock said. "Then you should be © 
checked every three to six months.” 

Study subject Doug Dankel said the body com- 
position tests are more thorough and give him a 
more accurate view of his progress than scales. 

"Even though I would like to lose.some more 
weight, I come in and find out that my body fat 
is decreasing,” Mr. Dankel said. "Then I know 
that I'm making the gains I need to make,” 

Mr. Pollock said body composition tests are o 
individualized and take the whole body into 
account, which may help people set their own 
fitness goals instead of being swayed by charts 
and standards

Lester Baird joined the 
City of South Bay three and

submitted and was awarded a 

$130,523 grant for the police 

department. The money, to be. 
used over a three-year period, 
was used to hire two new 

police officers recently. 

The city also received a 
$1,750 grant that will enable 
the city to make and distrib- 
ute a brochure and poster of 
the city. According to Mr. 
Baird, the grant will enable 
the city to display it's eco- 
nomic development. 

A . $237,200 Florida 
Communities Grant was also 
awarded to the city. The 
grant will enable the city to 
purchase a 26-acre parcel of 
land that is presently owned 
by the State of Florida. 
Located on the north end of 
South Bay, the land is 
designed to be a natural, 
open-space type park. South 
Bay Commissioners are 
proposing that a 140-unit sin- 
gle family affordable housing 
subdivision be built next to 
the land. 

According to Mr. Baird, the 
city was also awarded a 
$26,000 grant, and they also 
received a $465,000 loan. The 
monies will be used to help in 
the purchase of the land and 
the infrastructure develop- 
ment of the Brady Property. 


With a tremendous need 
for youth activities in the 
city, Mr. Baird said the city 


receiyes a grant fram the, 


Childrens Services Council 
that funds @ summer program 


for the youths. The program 


is held at Tanner Park and'it 
provides games, sports activi- 


ties, videos, field trips and, 


nutritious lunches for each 
child. Mr. Baird said the sum- 
mer program is great but the 
city is in need of a year-round 
program. Although the city 
has been unsuccessful'in 
receiving funding for the ven- 
ture, Mr. Baird said it is con- 
tinuing to be very progressive 
and innovative. 

With the many responsibil- 
ities of the city manager, Mr. 
Baird contributes much, of his 
success to the commissioners 
and Clárence Anthony, the 
Mayor of South Bay. Mr. 
Baird said he must always 
make himself accessible to 
the mayor aud the,commis- 
sioners. He said the unique 
thing about the city officials 
is “we're willing to try new 
ideas and make then hap- 
pen.” 

Mr. Baird also spends a lot 
of time attending and repre- 
senting South Bay at differ- 
ent meetings and workshops.

The city recently mailed 
out a city newsletter to the 
residents. The newsletter will 
serve as a communication tool 
to and for the residents in 
hopes they will learn, know 
and understand what is going 
on in the city. 

Commissioner Michael 
Jackson said, “Lester is 
doing a tremendous job in 
securing funds for the city. 1 
feel he must be praised for 
his grant-writing ability: 
Because of his knowledge, 
we're (other commissioners 
and residents) very excited 
about the city.” 

Comm. Jackson also said 
the city has done many things 
but there is still a lot that 
needs to be done. He said, “If 
we can secure more funds 
from the Community 
Development Block Grant to 
prepare roads, we will.”
